Bluntly, it can be said that it 
does not pay to be a teacher in a 
prim ary or elem entary school. A 
young woman m ust be idealistic 
indeed to w’ork at the salary paid 
the prospects afforded. The edu­ 
cational report says: 
“ Probably the difficulty lies in 
the fact that, originally, salary lev­ 
els were set at the time when, for 
most young women and some men 
of a scholastic bent, there were 
offered few opportunities other than 
teaching. Today, that is certainly 
not true. There are a large num­ 
ber of fields which young women 
with a college education «to con­ 
centrate on only one sex) can en­ 
ter and make a genuine career. 
Those who enter business with an

and reasonable ability can 
hope to climb the ladder into some 


people they have become notorious­ 
ly inadequate.” 


IT IS impossible to keep the 
thought of inadequate education 
and character - building separate 
from the low economic and even 
social status of the teacher. Our 
children are entrusted to worried 
and. in some instances, frightened 
w’omen whose personal problems 
are compelling even while they 
are teaching. 
I do not want to press this point 
too far. Yet it would seem to be 
sound to suggest that while we are 
scattering Point Four money all 
over the world, we might devote 
some to discover precisely what is 
being done to our children in our 
schools. 
What are they really learning* 
What is being done about charac- 
ter-beuildmg% in the schools? How 
is it being done* Are the teachers 
adequate to the task of turning out 
good citizens? Are they being paid 
adequately to m aintain the dignity 
of their persons a od to be so at 
peace with themselves as to hold 
the respect of their pupils* 
Education cannot be separated 
from character-building a n y more 
than nourishment can be separated 
from the bone structure of a hu­ 
man being. It is all too easy to 
blame everything unpleasant in our 
society on politics and politicians. 
Perhaps the basic error lies in 
functional education, which rejects 
precept and guidance grounded in 
religion and morals. 
As long as J. Edgar Hoover con­ 
tinues to report crim e increases 
with emphasis on the early 20 s, 
it is sound to relate his figures to 
a school system which in many 
places holds on to our boys and 
girls until they are 18. 
His figures are of those who are 
caught and arrested. They do not 
deal with moral infractions which 
do not disclose themselves 
but 
nonetheless leave a m ark of weak­ 
ened character.

Compulsion Is The Catch 
Prabably no issue has generated more friction 
in the last few years than whether or not an 
Am erican should be made to join a private or­ 
ganization as a condition of employment.

• ery heart of the Missouri Valley, 
sent to the Senate for many years 
George Norris, the father of the 
TV A and t h e r e a t spokesman for 
a series of valley authorities over 
the nation. The state of Nebraska 
at last rejected Norris and by ev­ 
ery m eans within it* power it op­ 
posing the Norris Idea of a valley 
authority. 
Not only are the im portant fac­ 
tors of local self-government and 
states’ rights involved in Jhis re­ 
sistance to grandiose federal dams 
and public works, but the simple 
facts of engineering.

The better way. I think, and the 
only way that sticks in a democ- I 
racy, is from the bottom up.

M ere­ 
dith Willson will inquire. N atural- 
L', it brings dowm the house. Dou­ 
ble entendre is here to stay. 


t he t hr e e regulars on “The 
N am e’s The Sam e” are Burrows, 
who supplies m ost of the wise­ 
cracks—and some very good ones, 
too—Willson, norm ally a bandlead­ 
er who can look puzzled with great 
charm ; and Joan Alex ander, a born 
huntress who can track down these 
ghost-written celebrities with dead- 


ly accuracy. It’i a valuable gift. 
'The m oderator is Robert Q. Lewis, 
CBS m an of all work who behav'cs 
as m uch like John Daly as is per­ 
m issible without infringem ent. 
In the m iddle of the show, a real 
celebrity is trotted out and asked 
who he or she would like to be. 
This provides some fairly good fun. 
Artie Shaw would like to be George 
B ernard Shaw, for ex am ple; Joan 
Blondell would like to be Lady 
Godiva; Faye Em erson would like 
to be M argaret 'Truman, and so 
on. 
Keeping up with new* quiz shows 
is a m urderous occupation, but 
I do my best.
